M ayor Ehud Olmcrt, who has 
promised to “fight on all 
fronts” to protect Jerusalem's sta- 
tus as the undivided capital of Isra- 
el, had until this week missed sev- 
en out of eight Knesset no- 
confidence votes since becoming 
mayor of Jerusalem, according to 
statistics compiled by Professors 
for a Strong Israel (PSI), a right- 
wing political organization based 
in Jerusalem. 

Although the mayor was pre- 
sent for the two no-confidence 
measures voted on this week, he 
holds the second highest record of 
absences on the Likud list, missing 
10 out of the 25 votes taken in the 
13th Knesset. Only fellow mayor 
Shaul Amor of Aiula has skipped- 
more, with 12 absences - but no 
one else even comes close. 

Professor Eli Poliak, spokesman 
for PSI, reported the often-heard 
call for Olmert to set his priorities 
in order.

Indeed, Olmert’s 10 absences 
are but the tip of the absentee 
iceberg. PSI’s statistics show that 
an average of 10 opposition MKs 
are absent for each No Confidence 
vote, compared with 8.3 of the 
coalition, and that the average Li- 
kud MK has missed 5 of the 25 
votes taken in the 13th Knesset, 
compared with Labor's 3.5 and 
Meretz’s 2. 

The Mayor’s Office counters 
that the statistics are misleading. 
"Haven't they heard of kizuzimV 
asked Elias, referring to the ar- 
rangement wherein MKs from the 
opposition and coalition agree to 
‘compensate’ for one another’s un- 
avoidable absences. 

. “But reciprocity does not ex- 
plain the imbalance between op- 
position absenteeism and that of 
the coalition,” replies Poliak.

Some 
political pundits have speculated 
that Olmert’s absences are in fact 
deliberate, that he is trying to ap- 
pear more moderate and to woric ■ 
with the Rabin-led .national gov- 
ernment.

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A Her an odyssey of over six 
years through Israel's justice 
system, Aaron Teitelman has fi- 
nally been dismissed from the civil 
service. When he became deputy 
director of the Government Tour- 
ism Office in the 19HUs, he had a 
conception of his prerogatives that 
extended far beyond the normal 
bounds of bureaucratic adminis- 
tration. His notions of power and 
subordination, in a department 
that comprised many women co- 
workers, included the right to de- 
mand sex, not only for himself, but 
for his friends as well.

At (he time it was brought to 
justice, the facts that characterize 
this case did not comprise a de- 
fined legal aatego/y. Indeed, this 
case constituted an exceptional 
landmark in Israeli jurisprudence, 
Until its resolution, women who 
suffered from soxunl harassment 


would now most likely fit the defi- 
nition of “quid pro-quo" harass- 
ment, which links the bestowal of 
work and career benefits to the 
performance of “acts that are sex- 
ual in nature," as the open-ended 
provision states. 

This legislation against sexual 
harassment represents one at- 
tempt to curb a form of exploita- 
tion that almost without exception 
affectB women, and to understand 
the consequences of hierarchy and 


powcrlcssncss in the work place. 
The sexually harassed have been 
given a name for their pain, and a 
legal framework that connects it 
with gender. The existence of a 
legal forum gives them a legitima- 
cy to speak out, the authority to 
make claims, the right to obtain 
reparations. If there is no place to 
say "this hurt me," then secrecy, 
silence, and denial become _ the 
norm, and the abuser can continue 
his ruthless game, and get away 
with it, with the approval of the 
state. 

But the Knesset could only 
agree to stand behind a woman's 
refusal of sexual access halfway. 
What it did not cover is the so- 
called "hostile environment” 
which is a form of sexual harass- 
ment. The ‘hostile environment' 
scenario is all too often enacted in 
the work place. Imagine yourself, 
for example, working in an office 
with somebody who often makes 
jokes in your presence that de- 
mean and denigrate women. Oc- 
casionally some of his buddies join 
in, and they expect you to partici- 
pate. You go about your business, 
and they laugh at you. One day he 
hangs a poster of a nude woman in 
a lewd position. Some time later, 
you come in, and your name is 
tacked to the poster. Day after 
day, you feel more isolated, more 
alienated, more demoralized, 
pj Each day is a nightmare, and your 
jjj work performance suffers. Even- 
3 tually, perhaps you snap, perhaps 
g you become uncooperative. Your 

§ career may be frozen, or you 
^ might even be fired. Or perhaps 
3 you are forced into a position 
where you cannot take it anymore , 
and you leave, "voluntarily," as 
your employer will inevitably say.

■ scenario just described are also 
s typical of women's experience in 
• the army, except that here power 
structure and hierarchical relation- 
f ships conspire to make it difficult 
: for a young woman to speak out, 
■ not to mention that her duties 
1 would not allow her to "just 
leave." Significantly, two letters I 
1 wrote to the army asking to review 
- their sexual harassment proce- 
- dures remain unanswered, 
i Despite the existence of the law 
1 and various administrative regula- 
1 t ions , public institutions and social 
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services in this country have done 
next to nothing to provide essen- 
tial counseling services for women 
who experience sexual harass- 
ment. Lack of public support, the 
burden of proof, pressures at work 
and the fear of loss of employ- 
ment, may account for the dearth 
of lawsuits, and the present lack of 
even a single legal precedent 
which would establish the practical 
effectiveness of the law after its 
implementation. Indeed, one 
source in the civil service who is in 
charge of receiving complaints ad- 
mitted that she generally discour- 
ages women from pursuing their 
claims through legal means. And 
yet in Jerusalem alone, 25 to 30 
percent of the calls that the Israel 
Women's Network Sexual Dis- 
crimination Hot line receives re- 
late incidents of sexual harassment 
at work. 

Municipal Indifference 

At the municipal level, hard- 
fought attempts to tackle the prob- 
lems of women in the work place 
came to a halt when Ehud Olmert 
became Jerusalem's new mayor 
last fall. Olmert dismissed the 
“Committee for the Advancement 
of the Status of Women," chaired 
by Anat Hoffman. Bowing to the 
religious parties, the body was re- 
named the “Committee for the 
Advancement of Women and the 
Family," thus duplicating func- 
tions already pertaining to the 
Education and the Social Services 
Department. 

Its meager budget was slashed. 
To this very day, Yehudit 
Huebner of the NRP, who now 
chairs the committee, has failed to 
convene it. The Committee has no 
plan of action, and there has been 
no attempt to involve the public in 
a discussion of the determination 
of its priorities. 

The existence of a law against 
sexual harassment is evidence that 
women's experience can be writ- 
ten into law. Yet the existence of a 
legal remedy, by itself, does not 
alter the power relationships that 
make &is form of abuse possible. 
Between the law and the reality of 
our lives there lies our will as 
women not to be silent, not to be 
victims. □

This is what makes 
it so universal and maybe this is 
why it has sparked the interest of 
scholars around the world."

has undertaken to preserve Jewish 
visual heritage through documen- 
tation of all extant Jewish art, in- 
cluding ritual objects, synagogue 
architecture, Hebrew illuminated 
manuscripts, and ancient and 
modern Jewish art. 

"Documentation is one of our 
main duties," Cohen-Mushlin ex- 
plains. "Thousands of items 
worldwide fare cither disintegrat- 
ing or disappearing. Our policy is 
to go wherever Jewish culture is in 
danger so we can document it be- 
fore it disappears forever, it is our 
responsibility to ensure the preser- 
1 vat ion of our rich visual heritage." 

Since the fall of Communism, 
the Center has been engaged in a 
race against time in order to docu- 
ment the treasures remaining in 
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Eastern Europe and the former 
Soviet Union. 

Ironically, while the non-Jewish 
world is showing increased interest

in Jewish art, the Orthodox Jewish 
world still largely ignores the field. 

"Unfortunately, Jewish art has 
been neglected In the Orthodox 
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community," states Prof. Rabbin 
Daniel Sperber, head of the Bar- 
Ilan Center for Jewish Art and co- 
founder of the new Friends of Jew- 
ish Art, which held its inaugural 
meeting this past Wednesday at 
the Hechal Shlorao. 

"Because of the prohibition on 
graven images, we find that there 
is a general lade of aesthetic sensi- 
tivity in the Orthodox community 
and religious people do not get 
involved in the plastic arts, with 
the exception of ritual objects. We 
hope that through this Friends 
group, we will be able to foster the 
development of aesthetic/artistic 
appreciation and awaken ah inter- 
est in Jewish art in the general 
public, and particularly in the reli- 
gious community.” 
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Sperber, a recipient of the 1992 
Israel Prize for Talmudic Re- 
search. opened the first meeting 
with an informative lecture on 
“Iconography in Jewish Mar- 
riage.” 

The Friends group, to be made 
up of academics, researchers, mu- 
seum personnel, collectors, deal- 
ers, scholars, rabbis and art lovers, 
will meet for lectures and discus- 
sions aimed at expanding knowl- 
edge and generating interest in the 
field. 

The group’s definition of Jewish 
art will be as broad as possible and 
will include Jewish themes in the 
work of non-Jewish as well as Jew- 
ish artists, manuscripts and ritual 
art. “I am a maximalist when it 
comes to Jewish art,” Sperber 
notes. ”We are going to be very 
open.” 

Sperber has long been interest- 
ed in Jewish art as a means of 
teaching more about Jewish val- 
ues, laws and customs. “Jewish art 
is an additional vehicle for creating 
greater awareness of the riches of 
Jewish heritage. I want to bring 
Jewish art to a new kind of viewer. 
Ultimately, I would like to see 
Jewish art become part of the cur- 
ricula in the religious school sys- 
tem and in yeshivas. I would like 
to demonstrate to people that 
there is enough out there to be of 
interest to all.” 

The Friends group is being set 
up initially in Jerusalem in con- • 
junction with the Wolfson Muse- 
um. “The museum is one of Jeru- 
salem’s best kept secrets, and we 
hope to spur greater interest and 
knowledge in the Museum too,” 
Sperber adds. 

“We are very tuned in to this 
kind of project," says Estelle Fink, 
curator of the Woifeon Museum. 
“A museum should be an exten- 
sion of the street. It should catch 
the eye and pull people in, to see, 
to learn.” 

The Wolfson Museum has a rich 
collection of Jewish ceremonial 
i objects, spanning many centuries

arid expressing a variety of artistic 
styles. Its collection includes more 
than 4,000 artifacts, of which 500 
are on permanent display. 

“Judaica can be a bridge. It 
speaks to both religious and non- 
religiops,” Fink continues. “We 
seek to encourage the expression 
of Jewish religious tradition. We 
would like to see ‘dor hemshech’, 
a new generation, of those who 
have an aesthetic sense and appre- 
ciation of Jewish ritual objects. 

With respect to the new Friends 
group, Sperber notes that plans for 
the future are still up in the air. 
"At present, we are still feeling 
things out. We are starting with a 
series of four lectures and we wul 
see where things go from there." □

ovation, the project took off. An 
advisory public council led by Kol- 
lek and an executive committee, 
now headed by David Rivlin, 
gradually came into being. Addi-

In 
order tu do so 1 hud to ciuss Straus 
Street. Now, when crossing Straus 
Street one takes one’s life into 
one's own hands. As I set out on 
my way, my lungs filled with the 
exhaust fumes emanating from a 
passing bus. Straddled between 
two cars, a car in front ol me rolled 
buck, almost grazing me. It was n 
harrowing experience. 

Oh. r forgot one detail. I was in 
r wheelchair; elegantly dressed in 
my hospital gown, holding on to 
various I Vs. I was being taken for 
un ultra-sound test because of an 
abdominal disorder that landed 
me in the Uikur Holim for 12 days. 5 
Every roll of the whcclchnir^ 
brought me an inordinate amount ^ 
of pain. Negotiating the potholes, g 
traffic, and declines, more than£ 
tested my threshold for physical 
suffering. T repeated this journey Gj 
twice more during my stay. $ 
I might add that there is no 
crusswnlk between the two build- 
ings of Bikur Holim. Since the ul- 
tra-sound unit is in a separate 
building from the main hospital, it 
is commonplace to strap one into a 
wheelchair or bed in order to get 
one to these tests. What does one 
do in winter? Come equipped with 
umbrellas, galoshes and skis? 

I do want to make n distinction 
between the medical care I re- 
ceived and the physical conditions 
to which I was exposed. The medi- 
cal care was top-notch. This was 
not just my impression as a lay 
person, but the view of doctors 
with whom I consulted for a sec- 
ond opinion regarding my 
condition.

Therefore, it is even more prob- 
lematic that such a decent staff 
should have to labor under condi- 
tions reminiscent of a seedy hotel. 
No matter how good the medical 
care, the physical conditions of the 
hospital are bound to have a nega- 
tive influence on the total quality 
of medical treatment rendered. 

My wife asked if there were call 


buttons near the bed. She was told 
they were not working; so if I 
needed help, I would have to yell. 
Since my room was not particular- 
ly close to the nurses’ station, a 
yell would never do. More likely, l 
would need a shofar blast to gain 
any attention. Needless to say, 
with tubes invading parts of one's 
body, a whisper is about the best a 
patient can muster. 

. Of course, after becoming mo- 
bile, searching for a dean bath- 
room or shower was an adventure. 


Finding soap, paper towels or reg- 
ular towels was wishful Ihinking. 
Not having my pillow case 
changed during my entire stay, I 
grew attached to it; or rather it 
grew attached to me. There were 
holes in the walls, missing light 
bulbs, no ventilation in the bath- 
rooms, stopped up drainage sys- 
tems in the showers, and no 
screens. Among the personal 
items that my wife brought me 
from home was a flyswatter, not 
just to shoo flies away, but also to 
frighten some of the cockroaches 
that my wife and I spotted. 

Best of all was the non-function- 
ing air conditioning system. I hap- 
pened to be in the hospital during 
that incredible hot spell. There 
was no air in the hospital. No 
doubt doctors and nurses were as 
adversely affected as were pa- 
tients. 

Now one must keep in mind that 
Bikur Holim is a “religious” hospi- 
tal. It is important that there are 
religious hospitals that can cater to 
the sensibilities of the religious 
community. However, some of the 
religious restrictions tiiat are im- 
posed are unnecessarily exaggerat- 
ed. 

On Shabbat, late in the evening, 
I was feeling particularly ill. My 
wife decided to call her mother in 
the States to have her come to help 
out. Because the public phones 
were shut off, she had to traipse 
through the streets of Jerusalem 
searching for a phone. 

At the height of the heat wave, 
the fan that I had brought from 
home to use as a substitute for the 
lack of air in the hospital, came to 
an abrupt halt an hour-and-a-half 
before Shabbat descended upon 


the Jewish people. “God forbid" I 
should enjoy n reduction in my 
outpouring of sweat. 

Lunch on Friday was served just 
before noon. But dinner is not 
served until after Shabbat begins. 
To be more accurate, until after 
candle lighting, until ‘after a con- 
cert of Shabbat melodics played by 
a hassidic fiddler at a decibel so 
loud that the nurses had to chase 
him off the floor, and until after 
Kiddusli. At 8:45 pm. dinner was 
finally served. 

There is the halachic concept of 
"Pikuach Ncfesh" (saving of a 
life). However, its interpretation 
is broad enough to cover matters 
of comfort for the ill, not just sal- 
vaging a life. 

I can understand the need for a 
downtown hospital. Yet the hospi- 
tal needs to be refurbished. More 
than that, it needs someone in 
charge who can guarantee that the 
physical conditions meet the mini- 
mal standards of cleanliness and 
efficiency. It is not just money one 
must speak about, but also about 
industriousness, thoroughness, 
competence. The same sort of 
carelessness, or “cutting of cor- 
ners,” that sees a bridge collapse, 
sees Israeli schools rival inner-city 
slum schools in America, sees Isra- 
el sporting one of the highest 
work-related accident rates in the 
world, is the main reason that Bi- 
kur Holim, an archaic building, is 
such a disgrace, providing a disser- 
vice to patients and doctors alike. 

And for heaven's sake - put in a 
cross-walk for starters! □

slimy, double-dealing, blood- 
stained terrorist that we’ve come 
to know and despise. Yet last 
week's Jihad in Johannesburg 
speech leaves one with a grudging 
admiration for the man’s honesty. 
In the spirit of mutual concessions 
that now mark our new relation- 
ship with the mastermind of Mu- 
nich and Ma’alot, I think we owe 
Chairman Arafat a little honesty 
as well.

er" Yasser Arafat into no more 
than a high-profile collaborator. 
In the original Madrid framework, 
local Palestinians had the opportu- 
nity to accept terms that would 
lead to self-rule falling just short of 
sovereignty. But Faisal Husseini 
and Hanan Ashrawi lacked the 
courage and imagination to set an 
independent course for their peo- 
ple. Now, in unintended ven- 
geance, we are bringing in Yasser 
and the ’48 refugees to act as our 
stooges to rule over them. Arafat 
has sold out any chance of his peo- 


walch on TV as the frustrated local 
Gazans battle the imported PLO 
police with rocks and bottles. 

As for Jerusalem, Arafat is an- 
other outsider who would rather 
see the city reduced to rubble than 
acquiesce to further Jewish con- 
trol. This is a frustrated desire that 
he shares with both the Vatican 
and the US State Department. 
Those of us who live here, both 
Jew and Arab, share a common 
need in mutual co-existence. 
Looking at the hard facts and the 
balance of forces, Arafat’s call for 


a jihad in Jerusalem can lead to 
only one tragic consequence: the 
end of over 1000 years of Islamic 
presence here. Jerusalem's over- 
whelming Jewish majority has a 
right lo self-defense. If Arafat nnd 
his henchmen want to make it an 
issue of us or them, then it's going 
to be the Arabs who will have to 
pay the price of their aggression. If 
east Jerusalem Arabs choose to 
throw in their fortune with Chnir- 
man Arafat and his imagined Mos- 
lem multitudes to wipe out the 
Jews, then the status-quo is void 
and the Arab presence here will 
come to an end. 

This is not meant as a Knhanist 
tirade to "throw out the Arabs!” 
Jerusalem’s Arabs have legitimate 
rights to continued residency here 
and they are an integral part of the 
city’s character and heritage. The 
city will not be the same without 
them. Their choice is to rend the 
map and do the arithmetic. If they 
allow themselves to be whipped 
into a religious frenzy by Arafat, 
then the 50,000 homes they leave 
behind will go a long way to solv- 
ing the city’s housing problems - 
but it would still be a shame. Ara- 
fat and the PLO have a stake in 
creating as many refugees as possi- 
ble because that’s where their 
power base lies, with the Palestin- 
ian dispossessed and have-nots. 
Jerusalem’s Arabs would be his 
victims, not ours. 

This column has backed the so- 
called peace process since it's in- 


ception. Our current lenders de- 
serve a Machiavellian medal of 
honor for maneuvering Arafat to 
sign this accord. While Chairman 
Arafat may have imagined that he 
was signing Gaza and Jericho 
First, we were always aware that 
he was agreeing to Gaza and Jeri- 
cho only. 

Arafat is a laughable buffoon to 
proclaim in public that he has no 
intention to honor the agreement. 
Surprise Yasser! We have no in- 
tention to stick to our side of the 
bargain either. Except it’s politi- 
cally convenient for us to sit back 
nnd make it appear to be your 
fault, and we were so confident in 
your stupidity and unscrupulous- 
ness that we knew you'd comply. 

Prime Minister Rabin didn’t 
sacrifice Erclz Yisrael at Oslo. He 
sacrificed only Gaza and Jericho - 
both bearing only a dubious bibli- 
cal heritage. Now we’ve imported 
the PLO from Tunis and Iraq, and 
provided them with light arms. We 
can watch from a distance as the 
fiction of a “Palestinian people" 
dissolves into a civil war starring 
Yasser Arafat, but directed by us. 
The Arabs of Judea and Samaria 
will be well advised to watch the 
fireworks and to weigh their 
alternatives. 

It's possible that Yasser isn’t 
used lo such honesty coming from 
Israelis. Generally, the Jews who 
meet him and shake his hand are 
weak of backbone and short of 
memory. But as his next victims 
will most likely be the schoolchil- 
dren of Ramallah and shoppers in 
the shuk of Khan Yunis, Yasser’s 
jihad will probably get no further 
than Jericho. lush' Allah. D

In Jerusalem Summer 
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W ith the summer holidays fast 4 
approaching, the catch cry 
“School’s Out" brings shouts of 
joy to thousands of children 
throughout the country, and « 
daunting thoughts to parents as | 
they contemplate eight weeks in < 
kidzone. Luckily though, an op- I 
tion tiiat is becoming increasingly < 
popular with adults and children 
alixc is summer camp. Be it on a < 
daily, weekly or monthly basis, ev- 
erything from sports and handi- 
crafts to Jewish history and Torah 
study is available at camps 
throughout the country. 

In addition to the extensive ros- 
ter of activities offered at summer 
comp, there is an enormous poten- 
tial for growth on both the emo- 
tional and psycho logical levels as 
well. 

Ruby Wolbronsky, school and 
clinical psychologist, explains: 
“The most important thing in the 
development of n child is the 
building of self confidence and a 
positive self image. Camp pro- 
vides a unique opportunity for 
children to realize tlieir own self 
worth.” 

He goes on to explain that by 
interacting with people other than 
their parents, children learn social . 
skills and begin to recognize how 
others perceive them. 

In this way, camp offers a differ- 
ent kind of challenge than that 
posed by the school system says 
Fran Ackerman, private practitio- 
ner and family therapist at the He- 
brew University Faculty of Social 
Work. 

“In school, some aspects are ap- 
plauded while others are not,” she 
explains. “While a child may not 
do so well In an academic curricu- 
lum, he or she may shine at acting 
or water skiing. Consequently, 
camp can be an extremely validat- 
ing experience for a youngster." 

Ackerman also concurs that 
camp offers greater possiblliles to

develop social skills. In school, she 
points out, with the focus on aca- 
demic activities, there is little lime 
to interact socially, whereas at 
camp (he child has the opportunity 
to relate differently to others and 
expand his/her personality. 

"Camp offers a growth potential 
foT parents as well," adds Acker- 
man. “Sending a child to camp 
gives parents a chance to see that 
the child can fare well without 
them.” Says Wolbronsky, “There 
are no wrong reasons for sending a 
child to camp. Even if parents just 
want to have some time to them- 
selves for two months, there is 
nothing wrong with that.” Parents 
should not feel guilty about send- 
ing their kids to camp, lie con- 
tends. After all, he explains, if 
they have chosen wisely, they arc 
sending their chidtren to an idyllic 
environment where they will blos- 
som and develop all manner of 
abilities and strengths. 

“Given the right combination of 
ingredients,” he concludes, “camp 
can do in a matter of weeks, in 
. areas of human development, 
what it would take parents and 
schools years to accomplish." 

Although summer camp can be 
an extremely enjoyable and re- 
warding experience for the child, 
some parents worry that their chil- 
dren won’t be happy campers, still 
others suffer guilt complexes for 
sending their children away from 
home whatever the length of time. 
Here ore answers to some of (he 
more common questions asked by 
• parents about summer camps. 
Which Is more beneficial? Day 
camp or sleepaway? 

According to Wolbronsky, 
(here is essentially no substantial 
advantage of one over the other. 
Both types of camp offer positive

potential Tor growth and social in- 
teraction, although these elements 
are intensified at slecpaways, as 
the bunk becomes a family and the 
councilor becomes a surrogate 
parent.

for a child who comes from a diffi- 
cult home and can reinforce posi- 
tive feelings for the child from a 
supportive family environment. 

Is it belter for a child to attend 
camp where all his/her frlenda arc, 
or to one where s/he doesn’t know 


anybody? 

According to Ackerman, if the 
child goes to camp with the same 
kids from school, s/he can get 
locked into a role. New groups 
afford the flexibility to be different 
and to be perceived differently. 
WHal If a ehlld says s/he doesn’t 
want to go to camp? 

Present the idea in a positive 
way. suggests Wolbronsky. If the 
immediate reaction is no, explore 
it further. Find out who else is 
going. Meet with them, visit the 
camp to allay your child's fears. It 
will make the entry and transition 
easier. If your child still insists on 
not going, then back off. S/he may 
have legitimate, appropriate fears. 
Don’t force the child to go, urges 
Wolbronsky. Be they adolescents 
or young children, going to camp 
for the first time can be somewhat 
traumatic. If they’ve been before 
and don't wish to return, find out 
what they didn’t like. You arc 
your child's best psychologist, 
educator and friend if you just 
listen. 

What If my child calls and says s/he 
wants to come home? 

4 Homesickness in itself is not a 

5 bad thing, says Ackerman. If a

^challenge. Find out what is hap- 
2 pening to the child in the group. Is 

s/he isolated? Are the kids ganging 
I up on him/her?

child, on how much time is being 
spent at camp, and on discussions 
with the counsellor. If the child is 
really miserable, you may have to 
pull him/her out. But, says Wol- 
bronsky, such cases are rare. 

SHould I keep In touch with my 
child while s/he Is away? 

Sure, say Ackerman. Send a let- 
ter. Call. Send a package. Don’t 
overdo it, but a friendly word from 
home is always appreciated. 

How will my child behave when si 
he comes home? 

Essentially, says Wolbronsky, 
children come home feeling up- 
beat and strong and exude an air 
of calmness that is healthy. But at 
the same time, coming home can 
be difficult. If the child had a posi- 
tive time at camp, s/he may come 
home feeling sad, lethargic, and 
introverted. Separation from 
camp is difficult as is the return to 
school and routine. Be patient, 
make the time to listen to them, 
and eventually your children will 
make the transition back into ev- 
ery day life. 

Choosing a camp 

There are many types of camps 
to choose from, depending on the 
particular kind of activities you 
want to focus on. However, be it a 
sports, Judaic, or a travel oriented 
camp, there are certain criteria 
that must be taken into account. 
Psychologists Frau Ackerman and 
Ruby Wolbronsky outline several 
musts to look for in any summer 
camp. 

1. Find out how much experience 
the camp director has in running a 
camp. Get a sense of whether s/he 
I knows what s/he’s doing. 

. 2. The staff is the key component 
: of a camp. The counsellors and 
, ancillary staff must be mature, re- 
s sponsible, and able to deal well 
f with individuals and groups. Ask 
s the director how the staff is cho- 
- sen. What kind of youngster are 
l they? Confer with other parents ns 
well. 

3. Find out what kinds of children 
go to the camp. Determine what 
. kind of clientele the camp attracts, 
k 4. Look at the roster or activities 
' 1 and determine whether the pro- 
jects and exercises are age appro- 
priate. 

5. Check out the supervision of the 
camp. Make sure there is a para 
professional staff available, such 
as doctors, nurses, certified life- 
guards. A good director takes all 
this into consideration. E 
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Getting back 
to Nature

W hile some people confide 
that they learned about the 
facts of life at summer camp, there 
is a special day camp in Jerusalem 
where children arc literally taught 
about the birds and the bees.. .and 
the flowers and the trees. 

Run by the Museum of Natural 
Science in Jerusalem, this day 
camp exposes 100 boys and girls, 
between the ages of 5 and 9 to the 
wonders of nature. Using its own 
backyard as the training ground, 
the Museum provides the children 
with a mini zoo. an insectarium. 
and a garden of splendid trees and 
flowers. By observing nature at 
such a close range, under the tute- 
lage of trained biologists, the 
young campers discover how bees 
make honey, how chickens are 
hatched, and how to take care of 
rabbits, hamsters, and parakeets. 

“If we want to educate children 
for the future, says camp director 
Hagai Offenbacer, “we have to 
give them a wide horizon." To that 
end, the instructors take a subject 
such as water or mammals and 
have the children examine it from 
as many aspects as possible: physi- 
cal principles, behaviour, charac- 
teristics etc. As a result, the chil- 
dren learn to appreciate the 
elements of nature they see 
around them and begin to make a 
connection between these living 
entities and their daily lives. 

“They discover new things all 
the time. And that is the essence 
of real tearing," concludes 
Offenbacher. 

Ariel Sterngold, aged 9, spent 


Inst summer discovering what 
makes the rain fall, how to make 
fire change color, and which gases 
make balloons rise to different 
heights. He made wind chimes out 
of plastic, fashioned a. human body 
out of silk, and through a special 
machine, listened to the sounds of 
mice scurrying through a bukld- 
ing. “I learned a lot." he gushes. 
"And it was fun! I learned to do 
things r never though I could do," 
he states proudly. 

His younger sister Avital can't 
wait to go back. "Every day wc 
learn different things." she ex- 
plains. “And we learn things that 
we don’t learn in school, like how 
to milk farm animals, how a per- 
son dies, and how the eye sees 
different colors." 

But the learing process does not 
stop there. Even the parents get in 
on the act. The camp has activites 
in the evening expressly designed 
so that the kids get to bring Mom 
and Dad along. Says Ariel and 
Avital’s mother, Eva Sterngold, 
“We went out at night and looked 
at the moon and the stars. Then 
we were shown how ants live dur- 
ing the night. I thought it was won- 
derful! I learned, I sew things I 
don't ordinarily think about, such 
as how some ants come out only 
when there is light. 

"As for the camp itself, my kids 
just love it," she reiterates. During 
the day, she says, they take care of 
the animals and at night they 
sometimes go to see bow they 
sleep, cuddled together, one on 
top of the other. "It makes learn- 
ing exciting for them. And as a 
result, they are more interested in 
learning at school." □

I Just nine months ago I ar- 
I rived in Israel from the United 
States and already nil that seemed 
so strange and outrageous is start- 
ing to fiidc in shock value.

Streets are located 
by counting traffic lights that 
somehow everyone asked knows 
the exact number of. 

• Washing machines. They’re 
small. When I asked the proprietor 
of a store what he does when he has 
a large laundry load, he quickly re- 
sponded, "I take it to my sister- die 
has an American machine." 

I • Haredim who live in Mea 
She arim take leisurely family 
strolls on a sidewalk a few inches 
wide, which is crammed between a 
narrow, heavily trafficked road and 
stores bustling with tourist trade. 

• Grocery bags are self-packed. 
Packing and watching the register 
are done simultaneously and must 
be concluded before the next cus- 
tomer inherits some of your items. 

• Washing the floor. It’s a sci- 
ence requiring the perfect balance 
of water, squeegees and rags. 

• Scissors ... are required to open 
grocery items from milk to noodles. 

• Neighbors constructing 
houses use your electricity. When 
payment procedures are brought 
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up, confidence is inspired with the 
answer: ‘‘Yehiye B 'seder."

• Avoiding people. It’s impossi- 
ble; they’re m your classes, in your 
supermarket, their kids are in your 
kids classes. 

• Multiple agents take you to 
sec the same apartment. 

• Dialing * 144’ for the telephone 
number of the family my friend 
was staying with, led to the infor- 
mation operator saying to me: 
"Oh, you want Nomi." 

Finally, the category which 
makes Israel worth living In and 
allows you to stop taking note 
of the other aspects - "The 
Good”. By this I mean ths 
thread of Intimacy, kinship, and 
caring that runs through peo- 
ple, whether they are aware of 
■t, or not - despite the veils of 
harshness. 

• On Independence Day. a band 
was playing the popular “Mo- 
sliiach” song qn Ben- Yehuda 
Street. A police car drove by and a 
young policeman stuck his head and 
hands out and joined with a re- 
sounding “Ay ya ya ya ya ivay” as he 
rhythmically waved his fingers. 

• 'Die same woman who. was 
impatient and annoyed with my 
questions and uncertainty when 
waiting to renew my visa, insisted 
that 1 use her office to call and 
locate my husband when I told her 
he had to be told to pick up my 
daughter from school. 

• I left a book on a lour bus 
which had taken my daughter's 
class end parents on a trip. A call 
to the office led to their giving me 
the driver's home number and a 
concerned driver who volunteered 
to deliver the book to the school.

well out of His way, when our dis- 
abled car had to be towed. 

• A policeman pulled my hus- 
band over and threatened to give 
him a ticket on a busy Friday after- 
noon. After he abandoned that 
idea, lie-gave us intricate directions 
to our destination and warmly 
wished us a “Shabbat Shalom.” □

breakfast club Is getting ready to

Thb dedicated group of 10-14 
middle aged men and women meet 
three mornings a week. They strap 
on their helmets, and adjust their 
gloves, laughing and Joking with 
each other. The stronger, fitter riders 
peel off to the right, preparing to 
broach the steep Inclines of the bo- 
tanical gardens. The rest make their 
way to Sac her park. The most popu- 
lar route though Is the one through 
to the knesset and the rose gardens. 

“It's lovely to get out In the morn- 
ing and breathe dean air and smell 
the roses." says Judy Ben-Or, who 
along with her husband Menachem, 
founded Fun Cydes 4 years ago. 

“We chose a spot where there 
would be as little traffic as possible 
and where we can breathe fresh air 
and not car fumes." 

Professor Jacob Lorch, has been 
been cycling three times a week for 
the past 4 years. "Some pray and 
some cycle. It's a question of habit 
They say praying Is good for your 
heart too because It makes you get 
up In the morning. G-d forgot the 
commandment "Thou shall cyde 3 
times a day." Instead he said ■'Thou 
shalt pray 3 times a day." Trouble Is 
we have synagogues and religious 
classes and nowhere to cycle." De- 
spite his humorous remarks, his 
concerns are Justifiable. There are 
very Few safe places to ride, and 
there are no real cyde tracks. “It’s all 
a question of values," says Lorch. 
“Cycles are considered a major In- 
gredient In public life In Stockholm. 
Here we cyde along a.veiy. misan- 
thropic route that keeps us away 
from traffic as much as possible.”

to ride by Menachem only last year. 
"No man has run after me the way 
Menachem ran after me when I 
learnt to ride, she laughs. For 2 and 
a half weeks he ran after me until I 
was able to rtde alone. 

Menachem, who has a degree In 
pliyslology and public health, retired 
ear|y from his Job at the Hebrew 
University In order to set up the club. 
“I decided I wanted to do something 
practical for people’s health." 

Fun Cycles and Fitness was estab- 
lished Initially for the rehabilitation of 
heart diseases but also focuses very 
strongly on the prevention of Illness 
as well as general fitness. Both Men- 
achem and Judy concur that preven- 
tative medicine Is far better than go- 
ing to the doctor after you become 
01. Judy who also works as an editor 
fora medical Journal, had only ridden 
as a child before taking up cydlng 
again at 43, after hearing lectures by 
physicians about the aging process. 
“I decided It was time to start doing 
something for my body before I be- 
came bent over and started experi- 
encing muscle spasms," she says. 

She goes on to explain. "It’s Im- 
portant for people to take care of 
their bodies, it's not only a matter of 
prolonging your life, It’s a matter of 
being able to' enjoy the life you're 
living. If you are chronically out of 
breath and are unable to walk up 
hills or carry packages then you’re 
leading a pretty miserable life."

Menachem explains that In order 
for exercise to be effective It has to 
be done 3 times a week for a mini- 
mum or 40 to 50 minutes, and at a 
certain heart rate. "We recommend 
people ride more than 3 times per 
week but that's the minimum.” "It's 
also Important that the correct 
amount of effort Is put In tothe rid- 
ing," Judy continues. “If the effort Is 
too great you can become sick, and 
If It’s too little, then the benefits are 
negllgable." 

"Cydlng Is an excelent aerobic ex- 
ercise," Menachem enthuses. "And 
unlike some forms of exerdse such as 
Jogging, there Is no pressure on your 
Joints, making It a particularly good 
form of exerdse for older people." 

Although many of the cyclists are 
middle aged, the club also attracts 
riders In their twenties and thirties. In 
fact, for two years a 9 year old asth- 
matic boy rode with them. And so, 
three times a week the Ben-Or's take 
their group cydlng. They supply the 
bicycles, although you can bring your 
own If you wish, the helmets and 
gloves. All are bundled Into their big 
yellow van which they bring from 
their store In Har Nof where Mena- 
chem sells and repairs bicycles. And 
everyone rides with a heart rate 
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monitor which Is strapped around 
the chest under the dothing. The 
monitors are set at the desired heart 
rate target which have been sdentif- 
calfy calculated. Naturally the zone Is 
different for each person. The moni- 
tors beep every time the cydlst rides 
under or above their target zone. The 
Ben-Ora keep charts for their cyclists 
and write down each progression. 
"After a few months you not only see 
the difference, but you feel much 
healthier. Your heart rate comes 
down, you tackle more difficult hills 
and you are able to cyde for longer 
distances," Menachem explains. 
Most people discover the club 
through word of mouth. Knesset 
member Rabbi Yosef Ba-gad Is a cy- 
clist with the group and discovered 
Its' existence when he came to Men- 
achem's store. Still others are sent by 
doctors from Hadassah and Sharel 
Tzedek hospitals as well as Blkur 
Chollm. The Ben-Ox’s are both ex- 
tremely safety and health conscious. 
As well as stressing the Importance 
of a proper diet ~ cutting down on 
fats and eating lots of fresh fruit and 
vegetables, those who have been 


sent to Menachem and Judy by doc- 
tors, must first undergo a physical 
examination prior to joining the dub. 
This way the doctor recomends the 
target heart rate zone. Menachem 
recomends a physical for healthy 
people too. 

When you start out, the Ben-Or's 
ride with you. Later, people ride on 
their own. All results can be connect- 
ed to a computer In their van and 
they also carry a pelephone In case 
of emergencies. “We’ve never had 
one yet." says Judy. “Although some- 
times people fall over and scrape 
their knees." 

Everyone must wear the helmets 
and gloves supplied by the club. 
There Is actually a lobby underway 
to have a law passed making the 
wearing of helmets mandatory. 

Anybody can take a trial run 
with the Ben-Or's free of charge. 
Every Sunday, Tuesday and Thurs- 
day between 6.30 and 8.30am, the 
Ben-Or’s yellow van can be found 
parked opposite the botanical gar- 
dens on Rechov Yavln. Initial prices 
are approximately 350 NIS per 
month. The prices go down once 
you have been riding regularly and 
no longer need the Ben-Or’s to ac- 
company or monitor you on your 
rides. 

Leah Ballnt is testimony to this. A 
year after taking up tiding both her 
health and her social life have Im- 
proved enormously. ‘‘My whole 
body Is musdes and I ride with the 
best group of people In Jerusalem. 
Sometimes we meet for breakfast or 
lunch. And 1 am so happy. 1 can now 
go shopping In London and cany 
two huge suitcases and not have to 
worry about heart problems."

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A lthough you rarely notice 
It, your body Is constantly 
engaged In a life and death 
struggle to dissipate the heat It 
produces. If allowed to accumu- 
late, this heat would quickly In- 
crease your body temperature 
beyond Its comfortable 98.6 F. 
However, this does not normally 
happen because your body Is 
able to lose enough heat In order 
to maintain a steady 
temperature. 

When you exercise, you be- 
come aware of this struggle for 
heat balance. This Is because dur- 
ing the course of exercising, your 
body produces heat faster than It 
can lose It. Under certain condi- 
tions your body may build up too 
much heat, your temperature may 
rise to life-threatening levels and 
you may become delirious or lose 
consciousness. If this occurs, you 
are suffering from heatstroke and 
ftls a medical emergency. Often It 
Is fatal, and those who do survive 
may suffer permanent damage to 
their vital organs. 

Before your temperature 
reaches heatstroke levels, you can 
suffer heat exhaustion. With heat 
exhaustion, your core (deep Inter- 
nal) temperature and heart rate 
Increase and you may experience 
exhaustion, dizziness, nausea, 
headache or shortness of breath. 
If you experience heat exhaus-

tion yet continue to exercise, your 
core temperature will continue to 
rise. At a core temperature of 
about 104 F, you may have a 
throbbing In your temples, feel 
like your head has been thrust Into 
an oven or feel chills In your trunk. 
At 1 05 F, it Is hard to keep going 
and you may lose consciousness. 
The threshold for heatstroke var- 
ies from person to person, but Is 
around 1 06 F. At such a high core 
temperature your brain loses its 
ability to control bodyheat. This 
renders your body defenseless 
against the heat and your tem- 
perature will quickly rise unless 
you receive emergency treat- 
ment. Without this treatment, 
brain Injury Is likely. 

If you see someone showing 
signs of heatstroke call an ambu- 
lance Immediately. For both heat 
exhaustion and heatstroke, cool 
the person's body quickly with an 
Ice waterbath, a garden hose, wet 
towels, fans or other means lintll- 
help arrives. 

Your blood transports heat 
from deep within your body to 
your skin In all kinds of weather.

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On cool to warm days a fair 
amount of heat is lost by direct 
transfer to (he air or to surround- 
ing objects. When air temperature 
approaches skin temperature 
(about 93 F), evaporation of sweat 
Is the most effective cooling 
mechanism. However, the extent 
to which evaporation cools down 
your body depends on the 
amount of moisture (or humidity) 
In the air. High humidity means 
the air will accept little or no addi- 
tional water. Evaporative cooling 
is minimal. 

It is therefore a good Idea to 
take stock of the environment 
before prolonged exercise. You 
need to consider air tempera- 
ture, humidity and the amount of 
sunshine. As a general rule, the 
higher the air temeperature, the 
lower the humidity needs to be 
In order to avoid the risk of head 
Injury. 

When air temperature exceeds 
80 F, you are at risk If the humidity 
exceeds 50 per cent. 

In addition, sunlight makes arty 
level of heat and humidity more 
dangerous. The effects of sun- 


shine are often underestimated 
on cooler days. However, sun- 
shine can add tremendously to 
heat load because the body 
quickly soaks up solar heat. 

If you exercise In warm weath- 
er, there are a number of precau- 
tions you can take to reduce your 
risk of heatstroke: 

Monitor environmental condi- 
tions before exercising and adjust 
your workout accordingly. Exer- 
cise during the coolest parts of 
the day: namely early morning or 
after sundown. 

Avoid dehydration. You can 
lose up to 2 quarts of water per 
hour of exercise by sweating. 
Weigh yourself before and after 
your workout. The difference Is 
lost water weight. Thirty minutes 
before exercise, drink as much 
water as Is comfortable, up to 500 
ml. And a good rule of thumb for 
fluid replacement Is to drink I cup 
every 30 minutes during the 
course of your exerdse routine. 
Afterwards, drink even If you are 
not thirsty because you will 
quench your thirst long before 
you replenish your body's fluids. 


Water works well but commercial 
sports drinks help to replace the 
salt and potassium tost in sweat. 
Avoid drinks that contain caffeine 
or aicohol because ihey promote 
water loss through the urine. 

Allow sufficient time for accli- 
mation (adjustment) to hot 
weather or a hot climate. Acclima- 
tion begins within a few days of 
exposure to the heat and plateaus 
at 1 0 days - two weeks. 

Wear loose-fitting clothing that 
allows air to circulate through 
your body and expose as much 
skin to the air as possible, to pro- 
mote swear evaporation. Light 
colored clothing Is best because it 
reflects rather than absorbs 
sunlight. 

If you are older, are markedly 
overweight, have heart disease, 
or have experienced heat Injury, 
you should restrict hot weather 
activity, as you are at a higher risk 
for heatstroke. Ask your doctor 
about the effects of any medica- 
tion you may be taking, because 
some medications can reduce 
heat tolerance. 

Cease exercising at the flret 
signs of heat illness. □

Computer Doctor

f am looking for ways (o 
« use my computer to help me 
wttn my music hobby, what do you 
suggest? 

T lwrc are various musical applications for 
computer. You can turn your computer 
into a musical Instrument in its own right, or 
you can use it to record and edit music that 
you play or compose on other instruments. 
The first option will Id you turn you comput- 
er cither into a synthesizer or a sampler. 
Synthesizers are musical instruments that 
make a huge variety of sounds. The user may 
define his own sounds which may be imita- 
tions of oilier instruments or new sounds, 
unobtalnoble by other means. 

A sampler, on the other hand, is a device 
that allows you to digitally record natural 
sounds and then replay diem. The sounds 
are modified when played on a piano-style 
keyboard so that they ire played back at 
musical pitches. Ibis can produce some 
spectacular effects, as the human voice, for 
instance, when recorded at one pilch and 
played inch an octave higher sounds very 


different to the same person singing at the 
higher pitch. 

Synthesizers and samplers, as well as a van 
cty of other devices, may be connected to a 
computer via a standard connection known 
as MIDI (Musical Instrument Digital Inter- 
face.) MIDI is implemented on almost all 
electronic musical instruments, including 
some of the small Casio or Yamaha home 
keyboards. It is also a standard fixture on 
some computers, such as die Atari ST scries, 
and available as an option on almost every 
other type of computer. 

One wfty to implement MIDI on a PC is to 
buy a Sound Blaster Pro. which comes with a 
MIDI cable and software, or to buy (he 
regnl&r Sound Blaster with the separate 
MIDI Kit. 

Sound Blaster cards contain within them 
both a synthesizer and a sampler. Tbc MIDI 
Kit software, however, can only access the 
synthesizer. 

The sampling capabilities of the regular 
Sound Blaster card arc not spectacular. 
There are more expensive versions with 
much better capabilities, but as far as I know 
they are not provided with software (hat 
allows you to play your sampled sounds with 
a MIDI keyboard. For this to be possible, 
the computer must compute the pitch of 
each note and play back the sample at a 
correspondingly faster rate. The Atari ST 
had a program that could do this extremely 
well. 

As to computer synthesizers, this is much 
simpler. All (he Sound Blaster and other 
sound cards come with a synthesizer chip 
built in. This can be controlled via a MIDI 


keyboard or via internal software that allow 
you to play the sound with the computer 
keyboard; a very unsatisfactory solution. 
The sequencer supplied with the Sound 
Blaster, a cut-down 'entry-lever program by 
Voyetra, allows you to use both the internal 
sound card sounds and external synthesizers 
connected via MIDI. 

As to sound quality; the Sound Blaster 
sounds are not bad. They use a system 
known as FM digital synthesis, which was 
used - in a more sophisticated form - in 
Yamaha's legendary DX7 synthesizer. The 
Sound Blaster only used (wo operators - sine 
wave generators whose sounds are combined 
in various ways to make sounds - whereas 
the DX7 had six and the less expensive 
Yamaha offerings of the lime had four, and 
hence its sounds are a little bit rough and 
ready, but acceptable none the less. 

More sophisticated cards use a system called 
Wave Tabic Synthesis, which uses sample 
sound waves from real instruments and 
therefore produces much better sounds. 

To record music played on MIDI instru- 
ments, you need a sequencer. This is like a 
musical word processor, allowing you to re- 
cord a tune on your instruments, on several 
tracks so that you can have more than one 
pari to your creation, and then edit it as you 
would a word processed document. Sections 
.of music may be copied or deleted, and 
individual notes may be edited. Sequencers 
are very sophisticated pieces of software, 
and quite expensive. There are a number of 
cut (town versions on the market, like the 
one provided with the Sound Blaster MIDI 
. kit, but they lend to be very cut down, and 
sooner or later you will want the real thing.

Drori and Magen now claim 
that the so-called “sect of Oumran" 
did live nt the site, but for a 
shorter period than was previously 
thought: from the time of Herod 
the Great who supposedly favored 
Ihe Esscncs and gave the site to 
them (circa 37 BCE). 

Toward the conclusion of your 
story you add that "there are a 
few scholars who say that no 
scrolls were written at Oumran at 
all, and that there is no 
connection between the scrolls in 
the caves and the settlement at 
Qumran. This is emphatically 
rejected by the bulk of the 
scholarly community..." 

I am obliged to respond: The 
efforts of Drori and Magen to 
preserve the notion of pious 
sectarians at Qumran is 
[ unsupported by any evidence of a 
sectarian presence there, and there 
is no proof either in the scrolls or 
any other body of literature that 
Herod favored the Essenes or 
would have placed a strategic 
fortress in the hands of such p 

group. To the best of my 

knowledge, no survey has ever 
been taken of the "bulk of the 
scholarly community" regarding 
the nature of the relationship of the 
scitiUs found in (he caves to the 
inhabitants of the Qumran site. 
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Furthermore, it is quite 
embarrassing to have to remind 
archeologists interested in 
Oumran that the proximity of the 
adjacent cemetery makes il 
absurd to think Hint a group of 
pious sectarians would ever have 
settled there. 

All the water in the world 
could not have washed away the 
ritual impurity entailed by the 
nearness of that cemetery. (A 
photograph accompanying your 
story carries the caption that there 
isa"Mikve in [the) 
foreground,” whereas as I slated 
in my 1990 article and as Drori 
and Magen now would, according 

to your article, concur, it is 

nothing but a reservoir holding 
large amounts of water. ) 

Most traditional 
Oumranologists are apparently 
continuing to teach their 
students that a sect lived at 
Qumran and wrote or copied 
scrolls there. My own (published) 
view is that the inhabitants of 
theJewish military establishment 
at Qumran, along with other 
Jews living in the region, may 
nave aided Jerusalemites 
seeking to store their scrolls and 
other objects of value in the 
wilderness caves and other hiding 
places prior to the Roman 
onslaught on the capital of 70 CE. 

How these two conflicting 
views now sit with the "bulk of the 
scholarly community” is a 
matter to be determined by 
specialists in the sociology of 
knowledge.

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Accidental Heroics 

Insatiable as Macbeth, my molars are on the prowl 
for newer and greater crowns.

A domed with an iconic toothbrush, a 
postcard turned up in my mailbox last 
week. Without reading I could recite 
its refrain by heart: It’s time Rgain for 
your regular dental examination and clean- 
ing. Please call today for an appointment. 
Thank You. 

Had six months so soon, so stealthily, 
slithered into the pocket of the past? Thank 
you, the man says! Uttle matter that Israel 
now possesses a tooth-’n-gum specialist for 
every 1,000 citizens, twice the saturation of 
other Western countries. Three of every 
four of us have not opened whyyyd for 
years. When one considers the cost, the 
anxiety, and (he occasional tabloid account 
of a dental letch in action, pcrhnps it’s not 
so surprising. 

After publishing a controversial account 
of early years along the root canals of Gush 
Emunin, novelist Haim Bc'er commented 
that he felt "like a dentist. I have poked 
around some tender nerves. Some people, I 
know, have been very deeply pained." Giv- 
en the touchiness of his theme, Be’er’s simi- 
le was apt. Dentists entail pain like needles, 
pins. It scarcely signifies that of the four 


dentists whom I have frequented over the 
years - two in the US, two here - niy 
current artist in ivory is far and away the 
most capable and pleasant-mannered. 

When propping my son for his first tooth- 
some visit, I let slip the carnivorous sur- 
name of the nice man in the white jacket 
whom wc would be visiting.

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{Continued from puftc 6} 
nurse at Ha'cmck Hospital, was called into 
the emergency mom that afternoon to help 
the hombing victims, and wulkctl right past 
her 13-ycar-old son without recognizing him. 

Last Wednesday, 10 days after Tal re- 
turned home from Beilinson Hospital 
where he had a skin-grnft, the Perclz family 
sat in their Afula HEit living room and re- 
called the attack. 

“I was at work in the trauma unit, taking 
care of a woman who had lost an eye, and a 
man who had a nail driven into the middle 
of his head, when an orthopedist asked me 
to come over,” Tami recalls. “I told him 1 
was loo busy with these patients, but he 
insisted and grabbed my arm to pull me 
ovct to the second emergency room, where 
Ta! was lying. 

"He asked me, is that your son? I sow n 
little boy lying there, with his hair nil 
burned, eyes closed, and a completely black 
face. I thought the doctor was playing a 
cruel joke on me, because obviously this 
was a little Ethiopian boy. So I went back to 
the trauma unit." 

When Tnmi passed by the youngster later 
that afternoon, she heard him call out 
“mother,” and her heart stopped. 

"I thought, oh dear, it's Tulik. I quickly 
checked to make sure he had nil his limbs, 
and I (honked God lie was still in one piece." 

Tal suffered burns over 30 percent of his 
body, mostly on his arms, hands and back, 
where a bookbag he'd been carrying had 
melted from the heat and stuck to the skin 
nil along his spine. His sneakers also melted 
from the heat, but he was able to rip the 
melted bookbag and burned T-shirt from 
his body before running for the ambulance. 
His hair was still ablaze. 

Tal did not sleep at all that first week in 
the hospital, his mother says. Even the mor- 
phine dripping into his veins through intra- 
venous tubes couldn't halt his constant, hy- 
peractive chatter. 

"He just wanted to talk all the time,” 
Tami says. “He was obsessed with the inci- 
dent. He wanted to know everything that 
was happening, he begged me to read him 
the newspapers every evening, and he kept 
all the articles.” 

Tal leaps up to fetch a scrapbook into 
which he has carefully pasted every article 
from the Hebrew press. He turns to a pho- 
tograph of the bus stop, and points out 
exactly where he nnd Shlomi were sitting 
with five other classmates. 

"See? Here’s where the car was when it 
blew up,” he explains evenly. “And this is a 
picture of one of (he girls in my class who 
was with us. She’s dead now." 

Tal’s first skin-graft surgery didn’t take, 
and he underwent a second operation two 
weeks later. Now he wears plastic pressure 
gloves on both hands, and soft white ban- 
dages on Ills forearms, right shoulder and* 
across his upper back. His lower back is a 
patchwork of multicolored burns. 

By the end of May he'll receive q special- 
ly ordered pressurized body bandage that 
will encase his entire torso and upper legs in 
a flexible “cast." This will encourage the 
skin grafts to merge with what remains of 
his own upper body skin. He will wear the 
pressure suit for the next two years, 23 
hours a day.. 

Tal was sleeping well by (he time he left 
Bclllnsop Hospital on May 8. But from the 
: day he returned home, he, too, has suffered 
nightly dreams in which fie relives, the hor- 
; rors of the bombing. 

"I see the car exploding,” ho says. *T see 
people without heads and arms, lying every- 
, where. Then T can't see anything at all, just 
a lot of blnck smoke, and then a man comes 
running out of the smoko toward me, He's 
completely burned. That's all I see. over 
• and over - headless people and fire and 
smoke." 

'Tal also suffers recurrent fevers, and is 
unable to drop off to sleep before 3 or 4 
;• - a.m. His parents take turns sleeping with 

him, to ward off the; nightmares, but hp 
' . jumps qp constantly to put his burning face 
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cloic to (lie air conditioner. It relieves the 
heat, he says. 

A side from the pain and suffering en- 
dured by the two boys, both families 
have seen their daily routines permanently 
altered. Siblings were left behind while 
their mothers and fathers moved to Beilin- 
son Hospital for the duration of their sons' 
stay. The parents of both boys have not 
returned to work since the bombing. 

While the boys were in Beilinson Hospi- 
tal, one spouse would stay by their bed- 
sides, while the other napped in n visitors' 
room provided by the hospital. Now (he 
parents stay home, to accompany the boys 
to daily morning physiotherapy sessions at 
the Afula hospital, help them exercise their 
burned limbs throughout the day, and care 
for (heir other young children. 

At one point. Tami told her husband to 
return home and go back to work. Tal agreed 
with the plan, but 10 minutes after his father 
left the hospital, the boy began screaming. 


“It was a terrorist incident that struck at the 
entire nation. Ycl we’re left to deal with it 
ourselves." 

When Tal returned home, his father went 
to the Nil office in Afula to fill out forms 
requesting reimbursement for the month 
Tal spent in the hospital. “They wanted me 
to bring proof that he was hospitalized!" 
Avi says bitterly. "After all that happened, 
I had to bring in detailed documentation to 
prove that my son was burned in this horri- 
ble incident." 

An Nil spokeswoman explains that, ac- 
cording to the law, the Nil is not required to 
compensate parents who stay home to take 
care of injured children after they are re- 
leased from the hospital. Ordinarily, social 
workers would be available to visit the 
homes and recommend care, but because of 
the current strike, there is ho government 
agency to help these families. 

“While the boys were in the hospital, 
their parents received unemployment insur- 
ance from us," she says. “If they feel they

”He was yelling, Tell dad to come back, 
the car is exploding!’ ” recalls Tami. "It all 
came back to him 1 in a flash, as soon as his 
father left." , 

"How can I go back to work with my son 
like |his7” asks Avi, who works as a driver for 
Kupal Holim. "I'll stay by his side as long as 
necessary, at least until he can sleep again." 

With both sets of parents staying home to 
care for their sons, the financial burdens on 
the two families are tremendous. ,The Nation- 
al Insurance Institute (Nil) provide^ work 
compensation benefits for all four adults as 
long as the boys were in the hospital.. But 
these payments ceased a? soon as the boys 
returned home, eyen though they still require 
around-the-clock supervision. 

Avi Peretz is furious at the irony qf, the 
situation, As Tfami ft a professional nurse, it 
made sense, for her to care for 1*1 at home 
;but the government, he says, doesn’t agree!

• “She told rile that the Nil has already paid 
more than it should,” Tami says. “Usually, 
it’s just the hospitalized perspn who gets 
unemployment payments. But because this 
was a terrorist incident, both parents got 
compensation. She told me to go back to 
work. But who will take care of my boy? 
who will takq him to his therapy sessions?" 

' * I R addition to devoting every waking 
hour to their injured sons, the two families 
have had to deal with sibling rivalry. Tal’s 
‘ five-year-old: sister and 10-year-old brother 
we very jealous of the attention he’s been 
getting, from the press, and from his par- 
eats, say?

Tami says that when she and Tal relumed 
home from the hospital on May 8, there was 
an uninvited Knesset member waiting i 0 
greet them at their door.

“I tad 
no idea who lie was. Now we’ve been home 
for 10 days, and no one from the municipal- 
ity has come to see us. No one at all.” 
"Where are all the guys in the white shim 
and fancy lies?” Avi asks. "Why don't they 
conie around anymore? Where is my go* 
ernment? The Nil wants me to go back to 
work tomorrow, but I’d like to know who 
will take care of my boy? Who will sleep 
with him night after night, and calm hun 
when he has those nightmares? 

D espite the political nature of the bomb- 
ing, the parents don’t blame the peace 
process or their Arab neighbors for what 
happened. 

"I thought that we should give back Jeri- 
cho nnd Gnza before it happened, and I still 
think that.” soys Elli, "Let the Palestinians 
fight it out there between themselves. I still 
hope it will lead to peace. 

“1 don’t blame anyone. Well, maybe 
those who released [the terrorist] from pris- 
on. When Shlomi asks, ‘Why did this hap- 
pen to me?' I tell him that it's fate. It could 
just as easily have been another child. 
Thank God he wasn't hurt worse." 

Avi volunteers as n soccer referee for 
games between Jewish and Arab teams in 
Gnlilee. After his son returned home, he 
went to referee a game in Yokne'am. The 
visiting team was from the Arab village of 
Mashnd, the hometown of the car bomber's 
uncle. The uncle hnd let the young terrorist 
borrow his identity card, thinking he want- 
ed it to look for work in Israel. 

“Before the game, the players cameow 
to me and started apologizing, saying how 
ashamed they were," says Avi. "Some were 
crying. I said, ’Look, what’s happened has 
happened. It’s over, and wc have to get on 
with life.' They didn’t believe me. One even 
asked why I didn't want to grab a gun and 
start shooting Arabs. I said, ‘Every nation 
has its ernzy people. It happened, it’s not 
your fault or mine. Let’s play ball.’ ” 
Now, both families look forward to yean 
of slow, painful physical and mental recov- 
ery. They have requested psychiatrists to 
deal with the nightmares and related feafi. 
Since the incident, both boys refuse to gp 
on buses, and neither has agreed to drive 
past the site of the bombing. 

“He’ll have to take the bus again when 
school starts in the fall," Elli says. Shlomi 
rolls his eyes and doesn’t answer. 

Elli says that Shlomi has changed since 
the bombing. The gentle, quiet boy has 
retreated even further into silence. Dunng 
the daytime, when he’s surrounded Jj 
friends and visitors, lie's in good spirits, aw 
smiles constantly. But the fears return iw 
minute he’s alone in bed at night. 

The Pcretzes say Tal has the same experi- 
ences. His friends visit daily, slaying un 
midnight or later, and then Tal tosses 
turns in bed for hours before dropping 
for a bit of fitful sleep.

She 
says it's too early to give a definitive prog- 
nosis, but she hopes he will improve signifi- 
cantly- At this point, neither lie nor Tal is 
expected to undergo further surgery, but 
that could change depending on the recov- 
ery process. 

During their session, Shlomi lets out a cry 
when Arbel bends his fingers forward to 
break the scabs on the knuckles that threat- 
en to tighten into inflexible scar tissue. 

“I hate to hurt him, but what we don’t do 
today will hurt worse tomorrow," she cau- 
tions. "His range of motion is very limited. 
He's a kid. Of course he’ll cry when it hurts." 

Arbel says that Shlomi should repeat his 
exercises at home at least twice a day for 20 
minutes. But Elli, completely obsessed with 
his son's care, says that he does hand and 
arm exercises with the boy for many hours 
every day.

Jonathan Capc-hm 
like lone fireworks, his books have liVunthl 
literary scene and then somehow fizzled 0 m 
Two of his novels, Mikreh //^//(“Fortim*

Hulwim 
Haketzurim (“The Short Life," 1980) j* , hf 
most recent book in English translation Now 
out of print in English, this work really came 
too early. Being ahead of the boat, in a sense 
i Megged missed it. 

Unfortunately for English readers, these 
works are the tip of n literary iceberg for 
Megged has written 20 novels and collec- 
tions of short stories. 

Two of the best, which have been trans- 
lated into English, have yet to be published 
in that language. Foiglman and Hugamal 
Hameofvf Vedabeshel Hazahav ("The Fly- 
ing Camel and the Golden Hump") arc 
rich, humorous and wonderful books, 
translated by Vivian Eden. Both are spar- 
kling page-turners; their plots, characters 
and pace are flawless. 

The French version of Hugamal Hameo- 
fef is about to be released by Metropolis. 
The German edition, which appeared three 
years ago, did very well - so much so that 
Foiglman and, another work, Heinz, his 
Son and the Evil Spirit, have since been 
translated into thnt language. 

In Hagamal Hameofef, whose title refers 
to a book the protagonist is writing, 
Megged captures the tension between the 
main character and literary reviewers. 

"It is a zoological survey of the relation- 
sliip between writers and reviewers, like the 
way someone would study the relationship 
between cats and dogs,” Megged says. 
"This is the world of a writer. Even some- 
one like Shai Agnon, who received so many 
positive reviews, would get so angry when 
someone criticized him.” 

And how does Megged take criticism? 
“There are no writers who like bad re- 
views,” he says. “Generally, I think about it 
two or three days, and then move on.” 
The book goes into detail about the pro- 
tagonist’s hobby of raising rabbits on the 
roof of his Tel Aviv apartment building. 
Surprisingly, Megged himself has never 
owned a rabbit. “It’s ail from my imagina- 
tion, like everything else I write,” he says. 

T hree months ago, Megged’s 20th book 
was published by Am Oved. Ga'agu'iin 
FOlga (“Longings for Olga’’) dwells on 
thoughtful, retentive Albert, its central 
character. At 54 and in the throes of a mid- 
life crisis, Albert announces to his startled 
family that he’s quitting the job he’s held 
for years at the Tel Aviv Municipality and 
intends to devote himself to writing- Albert 
does indeed closet himself in his study, 
much to the annoyance of his wife, liana, a 
travel agent, whom he refuses to accompa- 
ny on trips abroad. 

“Albert longs for something new, and he 
thinks that by writing a book he’ll start some- 
thing new,” Megged says. “He gets into the. 
. habit of going for long w alks on die Tel Aviv 
J beachfront and one morning, at 8, he sees a 
j new immigrant reading a book. He’s veiy 
; curious, and discovers that she’s reading Her- 
\ z °g, by Saul Bellow, in Russian translation. 

!' She tells him why she likes the book: ‘Nu, this 
j is life/ He’s very struck by that/’’ 

The irony is that in this novel, the perfec- 
tionist Albert produces no more than three 
sentences that he feels happy with in as 
.many years. With almost malicious glee, on 
, those three occasions that inspiration graces 
Albert with her fleeting presence, Megged 
quotas in foil the predous sentences that 
Alberf is gamering for his Novel. 

M egged’s Tel Aviv shjdy looks like the 
kipd of place where his Albert would 
■have shut himself away. But unlike the re- 
clusive Albert, Megged has led the kind of 
life that is grist forfiction.

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Non Stop Tel Aviv

Vr^espite the constant rivalry 
lU/batween Jerusalem and Tel 
Aviv, "non stop city" can only 
refer to Tel Aviv. The city open 
24 hours a day and home to Isra- 
el's economic and cultural capi- 
tal, is also one of the country's 
most Important tourist centres. 

Statistics from the Tel Aviv 
Tourist Board show that in 1993, 
742,000 overnight visitors came 
to Tel Aviv, and 482,00 of these 
were from overseas. 

However, unlike Eilat on the 
Red Sea, Netanya by the shores 
of the Mediterranean and Tiberl- 
as situated on lake Kinnereth, 
Tel Aviv is not geared exclusive- 
ly to tourists. Tel Aviv's social, 
cultural and entertainment facili- 
ties which range from theatres, 
and cinemas to discos and pubs 
are also part and parcel of the 
local scene, as are the muse- 


ums, beaches and night clubs. 

Tel Aviv's city councilor and 
tourism minister Sarit Green- 
berg, says 'Tel Aviv is a virtual 
paradise for tourists. The fact 
that the city is not geared exclu- 
sively or primarily for tourists 
does not mean that we do not 
supply services which are not on 
a par with those offered in Eilat, 
Netanya or Tiberias." 

There are over 40 hotels in the 
Tel Aviv area, with nearly 8,000 
beds to cater to travelers. Of 
these 6,000, someome 78 per- 
cent of these are classified as de 
luxe or above. The municipality 
is encouraging the building of 
small, less luxurious hotels to 
cater to what is popularly called 
the SSS tourists. 
(Sun, Sea Sex). This network of 
small family hotels will be con- 
siderably cheaper than the de 
luxe style of accomodation cur- 
rently available. 

The municipality aims to con- 
vert buildings of historic and ar- 
chitectural interest into small 
hotels which will combine the 
character of the 1920's and 
1930's with today's high 
standards. 

Although the city may have 
less to offer than Jerusalem with 
its' kaleidoscope of religious and

Heading South

From this cru- 
sader castle perched at tha top 
of a 500-meter-high mountain 
you can see the hills of the Gali- 
lee to the north, Mt. Gilboa to the 
south as well as the Sea of Gali- 
lee and the Jordan valley. 

Returning to road 90 and con- 
tinuing south you will reach Beit 
Shean. Today it Is a develop- 
ment town of 13,000 and it has 
been inhabited continuously for 
the past 8,000 years, ever since 
the late Stone Age. 

Ruins have been found there 
indicating the presence of Egyp- 
tian, Philistine, Jewish and Ro- 
man settlements. In addition to 
the well-preserved Roman the- 
ater, be sure to see the amazing 









archeological finds of the ruins of 
ancient Beit Shean. 

If you are more into outdoor 
sports and for fishing enthusi- 
asts there is Parkion Geva (OS- 
531689) at the entrance of 
Ma'ayan Harod, which has two 
fishing ponds, a picnic area and 
games for children. 

You can rent bikes, boats and 
jeeps; go horseback riding, or 
ride on donkeys, go sailing, 
white water rafting, and water- 
skiing or have a gliding adven- 
ture farther north in Rosh Pina.

In 1925, the family boarded a boat for 
"Paleslina" with their two young children 
and sailed off to make Zionism an everyday 
reality. There were the initial hardships and 
poverty.

• and evening wc lived on bread, olives, vege- 
tables and fetoi.” 

Megged’s teacher father was compelled 
to find back-breaking work in road con- 
ation, until the family settled down in 
tbe then-tiny settlement * of Ra'anana, 
*bcre he at last found work in his profes- 
sion. The children grew up on youth-move- 
ideology. At the age of 14 Megged 
Joined the Hagana and was taught to throw 
jjrcnades, use Morse code, and shoot. He 
owame an accomplished sniper.

tJ^ story describes the tragic encounter 
Israeli professor, Zvi Arbel, 


and a Yiddish poet, Foiglman. Foiglman 
has survived the Holocaust and lives in Par- : 
is. He yeams to be published and recog- 
nized in Israel, and so strikes up a corre- 
spondence, and later a friendship, with Ar- 
bel, who is drawn, almosi mesmerically, 
into helping Foiglman. The result is cata- 
strophic for both. 

The tension between Hebrew and Yid- 
dish, which is represented as a struggle over 
the soul of the Jewish people, is one of the 
richest themes in Foiglman. 

“What saddens me is that this is a lan- 
guage which lost its people,” Megged says. 
He himself doesn't speak Yiddish, as his 
parents were Hebraists; his love of the lan- 
guage is purely sentimental. 

“Yiddish writers and poets are over- 
whelmingly lonely people who have either 
no readers or a small, dying-out reader- 
ship," he says. "They are personally in a 
wretched situation. On the other hand, 
their language of expression remains rich: 
warm, familiar, homely, intimate. Hebrew 
has always seemed rather cold and aristo- 
cratic in comparison with Yiddish." 

Megged is, in many ways, anti-Canaanite 
in spirit. "Despite having come to Israel at 
such a young age," he says, “I feel a great 
sense of belonging to Eastern Europe, the 
great Yiddish-speaking hinterland that once 
was. One of my early short stories, Yad 
Vashem, was about the tendency of Israelis 
early on in the history of the state to try to 
pretend they had no past roots, no history but 
that of the Bible; above all, no Diaspora." 

T hough he longs for Eastern Europe, 
Western Europe is where his books do 
well. In March he was the guest author at the 
Jerusalem Book Week held in London. His 
work is liked in France. He has aduevedhis 
greatest success abroad jp '.Germany. 

This is ironic for an author who for years 
was dead set against being published in

In 1992. when Foiglnnm \v;n launched, 
Meggcd giivc a scries of talks to packed 
audiences in eight locales in Germany and 
Switzerland, including Stult&ut. Cologne. 
Aachen and Zurich, and each time mure 
than If Hi people came n» hear him. 

Ln 1992. Megged also participated in ;i 
scries of encounters between Israeli and 
German writers. At a symposium in Frank- 
furt, he spoke along with Atnns Eton, Meir 
Shalev and poets Tuvin Rubiicr and Asher 
Reich. Another meeting, in Mainz, includ- 
ed authors David Grossman and Kaniuk. 

It’s certainly a strange phenomenon - the 
almost. voracious German appetite for Is- 
raeli literature. One would assume that 
reading Israeli authors, among them those 
who do not gloss over the past, would be a 
discomfiting experience. 

According to Ephraim nylon, the CJcr- 
m ii n -language -editor of Ariel, Israel’s cul- 
tural magazine published in five languages, 
rending Israeli books is a way lor thinking 
Germans to come to grips with their past. 
"The Germans have special terms for this 
internal process - Aufarbeltung der Vergtu i- 
gcnhelt (‘coming to terms with the past') 
and Wledergutmachung (‘making good 
again,’ or ‘reparation’)." 

Unlike Grossman and Oz, Megged, 
whose writing is apolitical, is so popular in 
Germany that several of his books are now 
being brought out in paperback editions. 

Megged sees this as part of cordial rela- 
tions between Israel and Germany. "It 
seems that the Germans have a need for 
Hebrew literature," he says. ■

Because 
anything that happens by mischance rather 
than by malfeasance, that is by error rather 
than by forcible Intent, Lb not liable. 

“This case can be applied to our problem: 
the rabbits do not customarily cause dam- 
age, and if they do cause any damage to a 
tenant beneath them, through a noise that 
they make, for example, that would not be 
malfeasance, but mischance, like the dog or 
the goat falling off the roof. Therefore, 
their owner is not liable, and is required 
neither to pay damages nor to remove them 
from the roof!" 

Schatz, who displayed intensifying signs 
of impatience during Ben-Ze’ev's disquisi- 
tion, w«s barely able to suppress his fury: 


'T am nnt as familiar with the Talmud us 
Mr.... but us I do not follow religious law in 
any matter whatever, I am certainly not 
going to see myself ns bound by it in this 
matter either! Thank God, this country still 
is not a theocracy - and I hope that it never 
will be. I demand my rights according to the 
civil law that prevails here, and it is my right 
not to be disturbed in my own apartment.

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Safer Rides Going Up... 

... Or down. That’s the goal of a new regulation requiring 

interior doors on all elevators.

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W hat gut* up niusi come down. 
When it comes to elevators, the 
Labor Ministry is working to en- 
sure that nil passengers land safely. 
This involves a new regulation requiring 
older elevators to add interior safety doors. 
Elevators installed here after 1973 already 
have double doors. 

Despite riding up and down several times 
a day. I paid little attention to the elevator 
in my apartment building until l became d 
member of the house committee. Tn a con- 
dominium (fay it mex/nuaj). the committee 
is responsible for making sure the elevator 
operates legally ami safely. 

Its safety requires the presence of an 
interior door, as welt as the stntion door at 
each landing, says Peter Magnus of the 
Labor Ministry. 

Tills wasn’t always the official position 
here, explains Magnus, the ministry's chief 
labor inspector who is in overall charge of 
snfety and health in the workplace, as well as 
the safety of elevators, wherever they are. 

From the mid-’SQs to the early ’76s, the 
policy was to moke elevators os cheap and 
as fast-moving as possible. This followed 
prevailing practice in Europe, says Mngnus, 
who immigrated - from Sweden. Interior 
doors were not required fox elevators in- 
stalled during the period. 

Sonic 7,000 elevators from that period 
about a quarter of all the country’s eleva- 
tors - are still upending without interior 
doors today. 

By 1974, it was decided that single-door 
construction wasn’t entirely safe, says Mng- 
nus, and the interior doors were required 
here, A similar chungfc in policy was adapted 
by most European countries, among them 
Germany, France and Italy. "The US always 
required [interior! cm - doors.*’ notes Magnus. 
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: ' | LAST YEAR, the Labor Ministry pramul- 
l gated a regulation that older elevators be 
; . ! fitted opt with interior doors by May JO. 
1996 . The owners - iandlurtls ur house com- ^

lion and servicing of elevators, eight of 
which were fatal. 

According to n government report, 23 of 
the 84 accidents during passenger use were 
attributed to the lack of interior doors. 
Nine of these were fatal. 

One of the most recent and most dramat- 
ic. recalls Magnus, occurred in Tel Aviv two 
years ago. A man was transporting a stack 
of suitcases on a handcart, when its blade 
caught uu the wall. The man whs crushed to 
deRth by the tilling cart. 

Another danger is that a person, particu- 
larly a child, will get a band caught between 
the moving car and the wall, whilu leaning 
over to pick up a toy or other object which 
falls against the wall, A safety threshold is 
supposed to stop the elevator if a foreign 
body enters the crack, but there is a slight 
delay in its reaction. 

It is also asking for trouble to run one's 
hand along the bare wall as the elevator 
moves. 

By the way, elevators with old-fashioned 
grillwork gates arc also considered unsafe, 
and these must be replaced with automatic 
interior doors. 

SuveiiiJ models of elevator interior 
doors, Israeli itnd imported, have been ap- 
proved for installation. The less expensive 
ones fold inward In die manner of doors on 
older buses, while the more expensive ones 
are telescopic and take up less space. 

En two instances, the Labor Ministry may 
still give exemptions from the requirement 
for interior doors - where the elevator is so 
smuJi or unusually shaped that an additional 
door would render .it impossible to use, and 
where an elevator serves n wheelchair-user 
who would be unable to use it if the en- 
trance or floor space were reduced. Appli- 
cations for exemptions should be .directed 
to Magnus nt thu Labor Ministry, POB 915, 
Jerusalem 91008. 

There have been requests for exemptions 
on financial grounds, especially in jess afflu- 
ent neighborhoods and in buildings inhabit- 
ed .mainly by the elderly. 

In no ease, however,; will Magnus grant 
an exemption if the reason is only financial 
, hardship. .'■Tt’n ii matter of public safety,”

tion to buy interior' doors from the same 
company which normally services their ele- 
vators, says Magnus/ If another company 
offers a better price, the committee can 
threaten to transfer their service policy else- 
where when their contract runs out. 

The Histadrut's Consumer Protection 
Authority had demanded government price 
control on this commodity. 

There is no absolute maximum price per 
door, but the Ministry ot Industry ami 
Trade has ruled rhal suppliers cannot take 
more than a 4(1 percent profit margin over a 
door’s wholesale price, while the labor cost 
is limited to NIS 60 per hour and delivery 
cannot exceed NIS IOC' per door. 

Customers who think they may be over- 
charged can contact the nearest office of the 
Ministry of Industry am. Trade. 

Once installed, a new car door must un- 
dergo a check by an authorized elevator 
inspector before it can be used, ordinarily 
the same uispector who routinely supervises 
the elevator 

ALL ELEVATORS, new or old, must be 
checked every six months by a certified 
inspector. If the elevator passes, it will get a 
sticker showing when it was checked and 
when the next inspection is due. 

Inspectors, can be selected from a Ust 
approved by the Labor Ministry. Fees vary 
depending on the inspector chosen and the 
complexity of the elevator. Our building 
paid just under NIS 170 for an inspection in 
December. 

Failure to have an elevator inspected ev- 
ery hplf year is a criminal pffense, Magnus 
points out. However, he says, house com-, 
mittces and landlords are generally consci- 
entious shout having this done. 

Once an inspector begins working for a 
certain building, he will probably call or 
show up automatically when the next in- 
spection date rolls around. 

The inspectors must send a copy of each 
semiannual inspection report to the Labor 
Ministry j which tries to check up on those 
buildings which .miss their inspection dead- 
line; 1 The ministry \yiU soon have a comput- 
erized fQlIp«f-up system to make sure ele- 
vators ore inspected on time,

Companies which service elevators must 
have at least one fully qualified elevator 
technician, plus a qualified substitute, says 
Magnus. Its other employees can be non- 
professionals trained by the company itself. 

The machinery room for the elevator 
should be kept locked, but the key should be 
•in a cabinet where tenants can get to It in an 
emergency, or a key should be left with 
several residents who arc generally at home. 

In the machinery room , there must be a list 
of instructions on how to extricate passengers 
from a stopped elevator - for instance, in a 
power failure. "These instructions must be 
followed literally; any deviation can be very 
dangerous,'' Magnus warns; 

When a building is new; the service com- 
pany is required to conduct a drill on how to 
rescue people from stalled elevators. Ten- 
ants can request a refresher course later on. 

{fovevat people should learn the proce- 
dure. Magnus says, “i recumnieno strongly 
that women learu to do this, ft doesn't.take 
physical force , but you must do it accurately 
and in h controlled manner.” Women ore 
more likely to be at home in the daytime. 

- The rescue procedure involves craakiug 
thq elevator manually either up or down 
until it's level with a landing- and only then 
opening the landing door. 

ft is forbidden - arid extremely hazardous 

- to open b landing door from the outside 
when tilt: cur is stopped between floors. 
Technically, tliis requires a special triangle 
lar key which only the technicians art: sup- 
posed to have, but sometimes tenants pos- 
sess them too. 

People have lost their lives trying to climb 
up or down from an elevator car which wac 
stalled between landings, Magnus warns. 

If householders ure unable to carry out a 
rescue procedure, they should call their ser- 
vice company, says Mngnus. ”We require 
thHt companies have h standby mrangemcnr 
24 hours it day, and come within a reason- 
able time. 

“Don't phone the fire department or po- 
lice, unless there is an immediate danger. 

House committee members and other resi- 
dents should watch for elevator faults, such as 
a broken grass in a landing door, oi a door 
which doesn’t lock itself shut automatically 
whenever the elevator cai isn’t there. 

Serious, even fatal, accidents occur if a 
person accidentally steps into an elevator 
shaft when the cor isn’t there. If a landing 
door doesn’t lock properly, one should shut 
the elevator anti put a barrier, such as a 
heavy bench, in front of the defective door 
until a repairman comes. 

If the inspector recommends a repair, 
don’t postpone it. If the service company 
suggests a major repair, nnd you’re not sun? 
If it’s necessary, consult your inspector. 

Because the compulsory standard re- 
quires it. elevators here carry signs that say 
‘'travel by a child under 14 without ndult 
accompaniment is forbidden.” 

Magnus concedes that this requirement is 
unrealistic. Instead, parents should teach 
their children how to use an elevator proper' 
ly. Smalt children, of course, should not trav- 
el alone, even if they could reach the button*- 

Many accidents involve children, s*ys 
Magnus. They go into elevators with balls, 
roller skates, skateboards, bicycles - “VJ"* 
name is.” And being naturally curious, chil- 
dren are the most likely to put their heads ou« 
tq jjbu&'&o walls when riding in an elevaft* 
cas which lack; ant interior safety door. ■

Four leading women chefs from the US 
left the kitchen to visit Israel.

I f you ask four of America’s leading wom- 
en chefc what’s “in" these days, (bey’ll 
answer: more spices, especially coriander. 
They point out, however, that there 
®re two types of coriander: kuzbara , the 
shar Pi pungent green herb that Americans 
often know by its Spanish name, cUantro\ 
and coriander seeds, whose sweet flavor is 
quite different from the leaves. 

The chefs’ visit was organized by the Isra- 
el Sheraton Hotels and Tower Air, together 
with Michael Ginor of Hudson Valley Foie 
was. During their stay, they ate local goat 
cheese, tried the felafel, and visited the 
outdoor food markets. 

They also prepared a charity banquet at 
tjw Tel Aviv Sheraton for the benefit of 
tosaf Harofeh Hospital, and a gala dinner 
Jt the Jerusalem Sheraton Plaza for Carmel 
M&rnchi’s Rothschild Club to introduce the 
winery’s new Merlot wine.

While chopping their vegetables and stir- 
ring their sauces, the chefs also discussed 
the challenges facing women in what has 
long been considered a male domain. 

“Those young women don’t know what it 
was like,” says Anne Rosenzweig of New 
York’s Arcadia, gesturing to the others 
with her elt»ow as she shreds several kilos of 
poached chicken breast for a creation of 
Grcassian chicken. 

As she nibbles On two kinds of cannelloni, 
one stuffed with salmon, the other with Swiss 
chard, Rofcenzweig explains the reasons for 
setting up the International Association of 
Women Chefs and Restaurateurs, of which 
she is the founder and chairman. Although 
women often worked in hotel and restaurant 
kitchens, few had reached the top positions of 
executive chef or had become restaurant 
owners, she notes. 

Rosenzweig herself became interested in 
cuisine after working as an anthropologist 
for several years in Africa and Nepal. 

“Wherever I went, the first thing people 
would do was show me how to cook their 
food," she says. 

Linda Purcell of Washington’s PaDadin res- 
taurant says she has never experienced , any 
difficulty in the profession because she is a 
woman. She began by working in a dining 
room as a student. She found it so interesting 
that she asked to work in the ’kitchen. 

In answer to the question perennially 


asked male chefs and food writers - Who 
does the cooking at home? - the women 
were unanimous. 

“Nobody," Gold says. "We’re all loo 
busy working." When eating at home, they 
all preferred Chinese take-out food. 

Although many of the recipes offered by 
the chefs are more suitable for a profession- 
al kitchen than home preparation, a few, 
such as Rozenzweig’s Circassian chicken, 
are possible for the home chef to make. 
Coriander leaves and seeds me used in that 
dish, as well as in the cold pea soup. 

Although the amateur chef here might 
despair upon seeing Gold’s sweetbreads 
with eggplant and dried tomato oil, because 
of the difficulty of finding sweetbreads, the 
dish is also suitable with vegetables or 
brains, which are more readily available 
and cheaper. Amateur cooks might also try 
creating the cold cream of pea soup, which 
has a dairy Version made with milk, nnd a 
pareve version using coconut milk.

Stir in the 
vinegar and onion and pour over the chicken. 

Fry the coriander seeds in a dry pan until 
they become fragrant. Grind in a blender and 
add to the chicken and sauce. Season to taste 
with cinnamon, cumin and cayenne pepper. 

Mix the sauce with the chicken and serve 
chilled, surrounded by leaves of arugula 
and blanched fresh asparagus. Serves 6-8.

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PIONEER PHOTO REPORTER 

Nahum Tim Gidal, one of the Founding 
Fathers of modem photo-reportage, has just 
celebrated his 85th birthday with the publica- 
tion of the first comprehensive history of the 
subject. Dr. Gidal, who lives in Jerusalem, 
has hhnself covered most of the outstanding 


subjects (as disparate as Hitler and Gandhi) 
of this century.

Chroniclers of Life 


CHRONISTEN DES LEBENS (Chroniclers 
of Life; The Slory of Modern Photo-Report- 
age) by Tim N. Gidal. Berlin, editions Ver- 
lags-Gesellschaft.

I bis book is, above All, a tribute by one 
of the world's truly outstanding photo- 
journalism to 12 famous colleagues and 
contemporaries. A thoughtful intro- 
duction sets the scene, and takes the reader 
gently, but firmly, from photography's be- 


ginnings to the development of photo-jour- 
nalism as a challenging profession. 

Photo-journalism has changed, and in so 
many ways is no longer the activity of respon- 
sibility and trust that it once was. In the old 
days, the photo-journalist was often first and 
foremost a journalist, albeit one working with 
a camera, and informed commentator on 
affairs, known for personal convictions, as 
well as a deep insight into human nature, and 
a sense of moral responsibility, and a real 
talent for recording life's poignant moments. 
Such a professional would now qualify to be 
ranked as rara avis indeed. 


The pictorial feast here presented is a se- 
lection by someone who has known the pro- 
fession intimately from its flowering in the 
1920s, with all its pitfalls on the one hand, 
and glorious opportunities on the other. The 
outlook, though, is “cultural," rather than 
journalistic; what a given editor may regard 
as Important in the day-to-day running of a, 
newspaper is a transient matter, but what 
transpires from such an anthology is a sum- 
mary of our age, one that will intrigue and 
inspire generations long after the picture- 
newspapers of yesteryear are forgotten. 
Among the moving tribute paid is one to 


Georg Gidal, the author’s brother, who was 
also a highly talented photo-journalist but, 
alas, lost his life at the age of 23. 

Brief biographies are included, and point- 
ers to further reading. The book should be in 
every photo-history library and, beyond that, 
on the shelves of anyono concerned with the 
pictorial record of our world.

The Shtetl Finder 
includes under the entries for -many places 
the names of some of these donors.

AMONG THE entries urc also a few stories 
connected with the towns mentioned in the 
Slued Finder, and in at least one case the 

▲ family history of the descendants of a 
Mushe Rubinowitz of Ocrctchin. living in 
Israel, the US, Britain, Russia and South 
America, spanning nine generations. 

In all, the book contains over 2.IKK) town 
or village names and the entries range from 
a line or two, just giving the Ideation, to 
names of Jews who lived there, to a full 
page of major cities. 

For whom is this book intended? I think 
for Diaspora Jews who are searching for 
their roots and may hope to find a relative 
with their name or a changed name who 
came from the area in which their ancestors 
lived in the I9tli or early 2(Jth centuries. 

In a random check, I was pleased to find 
an entry for Rasein, or Raseiniai. a small 
town northwest of Knvun where my mater- 
nal grandfather lived. I also found Lilian, 
now L.icpajn, in l. at via, from which my 
father's family came, both places of Jewish 
learning. 

In fuel, the names of certain small towns 
were fnmiiiur to Jews in the 19th century 
(ami are familiar to this day) because a 
widely-known yeshivu was located there. 
Among (he best-known were the academics 
of Volozliin.TcIzh, Mir, Rndin nndSlonim. 
In addition there were important ycshivol 
in cities such as Brest- Litovsk and Slohndka 
(Kovno). Some of these names have of 
course been continued in similar academics 
in Israel and the US. 

Other shied names have achieved fame 
because’ of their connection with well- 
known figures - Plonsk, northwest of War- 
! saw. the birthplace of DRvid Ben-Gurion, 

or Molila (Molol), northwest of Pinsk, the 
birthplace of Chaim Weizmann. 

There are villages from which families 
took their names, such ns Unhitch, north of 
Kiev; Ostrov (three different towns in Po- 
land) leading to Ostrovsky; Shirvint north- 
west of Vilnn, giving the rather surprising 
Slierwinler as a family name - and of course 
Pinsker, Lubllner, Krakower and many 
more. (See Kaganoffs Dictionary of Jewish 
Names and their History , 1977.)

S chockcn has done English readers (he 
kindness of publishing another edition 
of selected poems by Yehuda Aniicluii 
in a bilingual edition. 

This one, culled Od Shirei Altova (“More 
Love Poems’ 1 ), contains works from nine 
different collections hy Ainichui, which 
have been translated into English by several 
hands, including the poet himself. 

Ainichui, who recently celebrated his 
70th birthday, is the country's most popular 
puci, both litre and abroad. 

Although his poetry is intimate, written 
in an individual and consistent personal 
voice, it seems to express the feelings of 
ninny modern Israelis. At (he same lime, it 
appears to be meaningful for readers very 
distunt from this country, both geographi- 
cally and culturally. 

Though Antichni reaches deep, his po- 
ems arc surprisingly accessible, both in lan- 
guage and structure. He is popular without

These love poems describe and respond 
to a broad range of relationships between 
lovers: beginnings, middles and ends; 
hopes, regrets, joys and sorrows. They rev-

And always, Amichai stimulates our imagi- 
nations with unexpectedly apt and powerfully 
suggestive similes, such as “For the rest of the 
night/ I sat at home to detach/ words from 
emotions/ like a stamp collector detaching/ 
stamps front envelopes/ to order them in 
straight lines/ in beautiful colors” (“Danger- 
ous Love,” translated by Amichai himself). 

Like all poetry, doubtless this also loses 
much in translation, and l suspect that Ami- 
chai’s “easiness” might be an optical illu- 
sion. He often plays with traditional Jewish 
phrases, which have deep and untranslat- 
able cultural resonance, as in the last four 
lines of “In the Migration of Peoples." 

As translated expertly by Barbara and 
Benjamin Harshav it reads: “And you will 
remain there beautiful/ like rare glass ves- 
sels in a museum/ never again to be filled/ 
with oil and milk, wine and mead." The 
Hebrew word translated as “mead" is lir- 
osh , which actually means freshly pressed 
grape juice and has strong biblical connota- 
tions, because it appears in fa miliar verses, 
whereas, for me at least, “mead" conjures 
up Robin Hood and his Merry Men, 

There is little a translator can do about this 
sort of thing, and it happens all the time. 

My only quibble about this volume is (hat 
(he publishers have not supplied the original 
date of each poem’s publication, though they 
do give credit to the translator of each poem. 

In addition to the translators mentioned 
above, the list includes individuals such as 
Robert Friend, Harold Schimmel and Chana 
Bloch, as well as pairs such ns Tudor Parfitt 
and Glenda Abramson, or Ted Hughes and 
Amichai. If you want to enjoy fine poetry 
and improve your Hebrew reading at the 
same time, this is the book for you.

Perhaps my American perspective, nour- 
ished on the tradition of Huckleberry Finn 
and Damon Runyon, makes me indifferent 
to this “discovery" of the virtues of collo- 
quialism. So what else is new? Zinger had 
little to say about the content of the stories, 
which display the depth, dexterity and pol- 
led surrealism of MTV videos. One thing in 
their favor is their brevity. 

AN ISSUE of local public debate in the past 
few years, connected with the revision of 
the standard Zionist account of events in 
this area here during the past century, has 
been the relation of the Yishuv to the 
destruction of European Jewry. In short, 
the Zionist leadership is accused of ignoring 
the fate of their brethren in the Diaspora. 

A useful perspective on this debate, 
showing how powerless the Yishuv really 
was, is provided by Shaul Dngan’s Tochnii 
Haizafon (“The Carmel Plan"), published 
by the Center for the Study of the Hognnti 
and the Defense Ministry. 

Dagan, a veteran of the War of Indepen- 
dence and the author of a number of histori- 
cal studies, recalls the threat to the Yishuv 
posed by Rommel's Afrika Korps and the 
desperate plans made by the Hagana to 
make a last redoubt on the Carmel against 
the invading Nazi armies. Fortunately, 
Montgomery and the Eighth army defeated 
Rommel, so the plan was never needed. 

But before the Battle of El Alamcin, no 
one could have been certain that this would 
be the case, and the Carmel Plan is a monu- 
ment to the desperate but realistic courage 
of the defenders of the Yishuv. 

ANOTHER HOTLY contested issue in Zi- 
onist historiography is who deserves the 
credit for driving out the British and win- 
ning the War of Independence. 

Until 1977, while the Labor Party in its 
various avatars controlled the Educatioa 
Ministry; IZL and Lehi got short shrift. 
According to a recent Ha'aretz article, some 
high school students who wanted to give 
reports on their activities were told to And 
other topics. Then, once the Likud came 
into power, IZL and Lehi were treated ns at 
least the equals of the Hagana, despite 
those groups’ much smaller numbers. 

Now the Defense Ministry has published 
a massive and highly detailed two-volume 
study by Zahavu Ostfeld called Tzava No- 
lad ("An Arm} 1 Is Bom: Main Stages in the 
Buildup of the Army under the Leadership 
of Datid Ben-Gurion”). , 

The word “massive" is no hyperbole. Each 
volume is more than 500 pages long, which 
means that every scholar of Israeli military 
history will have to pul in a month or so, 
digesting it. For amateurs who ore seeking 
bits of information, the table of contents is 
clearly laid out, arid there is a detailed index.. 

Ntfshlm Reallot ("Realistic Women: Wom- 
en in Local Politics") by .Hanna Herzog, 

published by the Jerusalem Institute for 

Israel Studies, brings thd tools of scholar- 
ships another hotly contested issue: Israeli 
women’s struggle for equality. 

Herzog’s book is written and presented
